S . O . 1730 ,- In exercise of the powers confeiled by section 17 of the Export 
( Quality Control and Inspection ) Act, 1963 ( 22 of 1963 ) , the Central Government hereby 
makes the following rules to amend the Export of Fish and fish Products ( Inspection ) 
Rules, 1964, pamely : 


1. These rules may be called the Export of Fish and Fish Products (Inspection ) 

Amendment Rules, 1969 . 


2. In tho Export of Fish and Fish Products (Inspection ) Rules 1964 (hereinafter 
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rcferred to as the rules ), for rule 2 , the following rule shall be substituted , 
namely : 


" 2 . Definitions. In these rules , unless the context otherwise requiros 
( 1 ) Agency means any one of the Export Inspection Agencleg recognised under 

section 7 of the Export (Quality Control and Inspection ) Act, 1963 

( 22 of 1963 ) ; 
( 2 ) Fish and Fish Products means - 
(1) Frozen prawns (Shrimps) of the following four typen, namely : 

(a ) Whole , 
(6 ) Headless Shell -on , 
(c ) Peeled and Do-veined , and 

(d ) Cooked . 
(ii) Prawns ( shrimps) canned in brino or dry packed " , 
3. For rules 4 , 5 and 6 of the said rules, the following rules shall be substituted , 

namely : 
" 4. Procedure of inspection : 
( 1 ) An exporter Intending to cxport fish and Ash products shall give Intimation 

in writing along with such detalls as may be prescribed , to the agency 

to enable it to carry out the inspection in accordance with rule 3 . 
( 2 ) Every intimation under sub -rule (1 ) shall be given not les than 7 days beforo 

the scheduled date of loading the consignment of fish and fish products 

in the ship , vehicle or aircraft, as the case may be. 
( 3 ) On receipt of the Intimation referred to in gub - rulo ( 2 ) , the Agency shall 

Inspect the consignment of fish and fish products with a view to seeing 
that the same complics with the requirements of the recognised 

specifications, referred to in rulc 3 . 
(4 ) It after inspection , the Agency is satisfied that the consignment of fish and 

fish products to be exported complles with the requirements of the 
specifications referred to in rule 3 , it shall issue a certificato declaring 

the consignment as export-worthy, 
( 5 ) Place of inspection . — Inspection for tho purposes of these rules shall bo carried 

out either . 
( a ) at the premises, where the goods aro offered by the exporter , provided 

adequate facilities for inspection exist therein ; or 
(b ) at the port of shipment. 
(6 ) Appeal 
( 1 ) Any person aggrieved by the refusal of the Agency to losuo a certificate 

linder sub - rule ( 4 ) of rule 4 , may within ten days of receipt of 
communication of stich refusal, prefer an appeal to a panel of experts 
consisting of not less than threo persons appointed for the purpose by 

the Central Government . 
( 2 ) The decision of the panel on guch appeal shall be inal."
